The Company’s affiliated ISP purchases broadband Internet access 
transmission service for use as an input for the broadband Internet access services it offers to 
residential and business end-user customers.  The discontinuance of the tariffed offering of 
broadband Internet access transmission service will have no effect on the end-user services 
provided by the Company’s affiliated ISP.
